Plow In At Offices In 
Greer Building 


With the flood of project ques­ 
tionnaire« to the New Castle Cham­ 
ber of Commerce subsiding 
some 
what, thus giving the office force of 
that organization an opportunity to 
oatch up on a compilation of the 
suggestions contained therein, the 
officers and directors feel that the 
Chamber of Commerce now has a 
very comprehensive idea of what 
the people of the community expect 
of that business-building body.

This being the case, the Chamber 
of Commerce more than ever before 
will represent the

New Castle rather ’than any single 
group or groups of the city. The new

rank and file of the business and 
professional men and women of the 
city covering every possible field of 
endeavor. The questionnaires were 
of course sent out broadcast, re­ 
gardless of color, race, creed or re­ 
ligion.

WASHINGTON, May 21—Believe 
it or not, there is a locomotive in 
service on a railroad in this country 
that is 69 years old and its owner 
has scheduled it for repairs in 1938 
when it will be 73 years old. 
This fact was developed by Jos­ 
eph B. Eastman Federal Coordin­ 
ator of Transportation, 
who sent 
out a questionnaire to the railroad 
managements of the country asking 
for specific information about steam 
locomotives. 
Returning 
to 
the questionnaire 
showed there are 51,425 locomotives 
owned by Class 1 railroads, and they 
average 20.7 years of age. More than 
53 per cent of all locomotives or 27,- 
598 are 21 years or more of age. Of 
this number 6,696 
or about 
one- 
fourth are scheduled for retirement 
by the end of 1938. 
On the basis of wheel arrange­ 
ment there are 46 types of locomo­ 
tives of which 40 are road and six 
are switch types. The ledger, value 
averages $33,402 per unit and varied 
by types from $2,806 to $172,031. 
Eastman’s survey 
showed 
wide 
variations in the life expectancy, in­ 
dicated by the depreciation rate as 
between roads and as between types. 
The most hardy type appears to be 
an “0-16-0” with a projected life 
of 1,111 years. Other unusual cases 
are 286,167 and 100 years, respect­ 
ively. 
Eastman had this to say about 
the returns to his questionnaire: 
“There may be good reasons for 
such a wide spread in the life ex­ 
pectancy. There may be 
a 
satis­ 
factory explanation 
for 
the fact 
that Southern railroads base their 
calculations upon a life of 98 years 
for the same type 
of 
locomotive 
which is expected to reach its limit 


that the practice is continued, it af­ 
fects the solvency of a concern and 
present a misleading picture to the 
security holders and the puhlic.”

May first, according to a national 
review of its activities released today 
by the agricultural adjustm ent ad­ 
ministration.

day have to be allowed to remedy 
the falling birth rate. 
The counternancing of polygamy 
to save the human race from dying 
out was a suggestion put forward 
by W. H. Phillip, retiring president 
of the Association of Registrars of 
Scotland at tbe association's an­ 
nual meeting at Dundee. 
Remarking that the birth-rate for 
Scotland in 1933 was the lowest on 
record. Mr. Phillip said: 
“It is generally agreed that the 
declining birthrate is mainly due to 
a decrease in the num bn of chil­ 
dren in the upper and middle-elass 
families, and one oi the causes is 


undoubtedly the modern fashion of 
later marriages. 
“But causes other than the age 
at marriage.” he continued, “must 
heve operated to reduce the birth­ 
rate. At present it is calculated that 
the highest classes in society only 
reproduce themselves to the extent 
of 50 per cent of their number in 
each generation, so that the heredi­ 
tary ability of half of them is lost 
in each generation. 
“The failure to reproduce has also 
spread to the whole of the profes­ 
sional and middle class and to most 
classes of skilled labor. 
“Will the conditions of human life 
have altered at the end of another 
70 years as much as they have done 
in the past? 
‘‘Most women eagerelv 
embrace 
marriage and maternity as a career 
and the bearing and rearing oi a 
family of healthy and intelligent 


children is the utmost social service 
which the normal woman can per­ 
form; but if by any chance In the 
future the population were reduced 
by one half, then regettable though 
it might to some appear, would pub­ 
lic opinion countenance and perhaps 
insist on some form of polygamy un­ 
til the balance of 
the 
population 
was restored?"
